prefent flate of the revenue an obje& deferv- 
ing your earlieft attention and enquiry, I 
have endeavoured to collect fuch information 
relative to it, as I fuppofed would be ufeful 
to you in the commencement of your invefti- 
gations. This inveftigation, I believe, can- 


me 
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nade, it is evident, that the inconvenience 
‘will be leffened confiderably, and entirely re- 
moved at the end of the present year by the 
Jarge surplus of revenue that will remain in 
the Treasury. 

] am induced, from ‘the AR I 
have received, relative to the present fitua~ 
‘tion of the business depending in the superior 
-court of law and equity of Adams county, to- 
call your particular attention to this subject, 
and to advise that you make such alterations 
in the laws which established and regulated 
the superior courts of the Territory, as shalt 
afford a remedy to the existing evils. 

I am informed that the business in this 
court has so increased and accumulated, that. 
notwithstanding the uncommon exertions, 
and unremitting perfeverance of the Judge 
who held the. court, to terminate the business: 
depending init, the whole of the laft term 
was exhausted in the trial of criminal prose- 
cutions anda few appeals, and that all the 
civil causes at issue, which were very numer- 
ous, many writs of enquiry and appeals :re- 
main untried. 

: To, those which will be for trial at the next 
term, will be added many others before that. 
period arrives, and toge:her will form an ob- _ 
ject of attention more than sufficient to occu- . 
py the court during the term, with its pre- 
sent limits. 

By an act of the Legislature of this Ter- 
ritory, a Judge of the sup. court, if he thinks 
` it necessary, may order a special court to be 
held for the trial of criminal causes. If, in- 
stead of this provision, a seperate court should 
‘be directed by law, to be held uncondition- 
ally, or if the limits of theterms of the supee. 


_¥for court of Adas sony should be exi 
fended, or. the present number of terms in 
creased, perhaps; the evil might be remedied. 
But I present the subject to you, gentlemen, 
for your inveftigation and confideratisn, and 
believe, that you will thereby ascertain the 
proper and effectual remedy. 

Ihave confined my observations to the su- 
perior court of Adams county, because I have 
not been informed, that the, bufinefs in the 
"superior court of any other county is in a fi- 
milar fituation. — 

Since the departure of his Excell lency, Gos 
vernor Holmes from the Territory, [ have 
received a letter from Edward Ward,-Esq. 
who was elected by the lat Legislature, æ 
member of the Legislative Council, in which 
he expreffed his determination, not to ac- 
cept that appointment. It will, therefore, 
be proper and neccflary for you, to elect a 
member, to supply the vacancy, occafioned 
by his-nen acceptance, 

These subjects, fellow-citizens,. F have 
‘named to you, at this time, because I 
thought them- entitled to your earlicft atten- 
tion. The public intereft will, no doubty — 
require, that many others (ould occupy 
your atténtion, before the end- of the sefom.

“ Vhe Memorial of the Legislaiive Coun- 
cil and House of Representatives of the 

Mifiifippi Territory, respectfully sheweth : 
That according to the tenor and practice of 
the American Government, every citizen 
within the {cope of its operation, is entitled 
to all the rights and: privileges of freedom. 
Taking this principle, as the basis of this 
< Memorial, we shall attempt to shew that 
this people ought to be admitted to all the 
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tights which are enjoyed by the citizens of 
the states constituting the ‘federal compact. 
We do not expect any one to deny to’ your 
honorable bodies the right to remove our po- 
litical shackles, and raising us ap from meni- 
al vassalage to the splendid rights of national 
independence. But we expect to find those 
who wiil resist by force, an attempt to deteat 
‘the purpose of this Memorial. Beleving . 
that the people of this, Territory are purely — 
Americans, and of course competent to self- 
government, we respectful ly solicit, that the 
- Mississippi Territory, with its-present limits, 
may be admitted -into the federal union at - 
„the present session of Congress, invested with 
all the rights, privileges, and immunities used 
and enjoyed by the states of the Union. 
Your Memorialists are well aware, that the 
important boon which is solicited by the Re- 
presentatives of the people of the Mississippi 
Territory, is not claimed unde: any consti- 
tutional right ; but it isa matter within your 
discretion, and to that discretion we respect- 
“fully apply. Although our population, at 
the return of the last census, did not ‘exceed 
forty thousand souls, yet, your honorable | 
bodies must be convinced, that from the pre- 
sent emigration to the Mississippi Tertitory, 
the population must exceed the number re- 
quired by the articles of agreement and cessi- 
on between the United States and. the state 
of Georgia,.before a state government can be 
organized in the Mississippi Territory, ad- 
mutting that Congress fhall pass an act, au- 
thorising us to call a convention to effect that 
object. Our want, however, of a full con- 
stitutional quota, may aid the views of oppo- 
sition; but we submit, with great respect, 


the following considerations to those oppo 
nents: Weare Americans----We are the’ 
legitimate offspring of Seventy-Six-- -that 
estate which was acquired in the Revolution, 
by our Fathers, cannot constitutionally be 
withdrawn, nor ought it to’ be withheld---- 
We have no prejudices----No attachments, 
but such as are honorable to the American 
Citizen, and’ esteemed meritorious through - 
out the Union----Our population is as truly 
American as any section of equal size, in the’ 
United States. Should these reasons not be 


sufficient, may your Memorialists be permit- . 


ted to ask, if forty thousand sculs are not as 
susceptible of the enjoyment of liberty, as 
sixty ?, And whether the mother government 


` will not as readily provide for the happiness 


f 


of forty thousand as any other number? If 
our constituents are disposed to take upon 
themselves the expences and trouble of self- 
government, according to'the terms of the 
constitution, who, out of your Honorable bo- 


dy, will deny us the right, or attempt to re- 


sist ? , Our admission wilt not interfere witli 


_ the privileges of any state in the Union. It 


ought, and we verily believe, will be adding 
strength to the great federal compact. The 
interests of the state ot Georgia, can only be 
materially affzCted by our transit from slavery 
to freedom. But we are confident in-the be- 
lief, that her interests will be advanced by 
the a& of adoption. The sales of land have’ 
been !ong withheld, and greatly retarded. by 
the forms of Territorial government. Visi+ 
tors, traversing our lands, and hunting out a 
spot on which to rest the balance of their 
days, seeing the evil effets of Territorial go- 
vernment, and the arbitrary, and unconstita~ 
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ot) 
tional atts of men in power, would turn with. 
loathing, the honest man from our country, 
and only invite the sycophant and bending 
tool. , 

Your Memorialists verily believe, that a 
change of political state would operate as a 
strong inducement to ‘emigration, and not 
only add to the prospects of discharging the 
debt due to the state of Georgia, but thereby 
‘bracing the frontier of the United States. 
‘Your Memorialists are of opinion, that the 
general government.will be greatly aided by 
every act that leads to the strength of ‘this 
Territory. Situated as we are at this time, on 
the margin of hostility with England and 
Spain, does not every emigrant fixed near the | 
western frontier, promise more service to the- 
U. States, than two situated-in the interior of 
any state? Will not New- Orleans and the: 
coast of Florida be the first objeéts of attack, 
and will not cur citizens, fighting for. their 
property, their wives ‘and children, render 
more service than the mercinaries of the go- - 
‘vernment, or even the citizens of distant 
states, after long marches, fatigue and dis- 
ease? From the foregoing considerations, — 
we pray your honorable bodies to pass a law 
authorising a convention and state govern- 
ment in the Mississippi Territory, to be ad- 
mitted into the Union, upon the footing of 
the original states, and your Memorialists 
will ever pray, &c.” which was received, 
yead the first time, and ordered to be ead 
the second time to-morrow.
